Applicant Argues: "In view of above, Applicants submit that neither Dye nor Hawkins teaches, suggests or motivates, either separately or 
in combination, identifying a data type of a portion of the web page content based on data type tags, and selecting one of a plurality of 
compression algorithms based on the data type tag, among other things, as recited in Applicants* claims 1-25." 

In response: The examiner respectfully submits that the combination of Dye in view of Hawkins teaches identifying a data type of a 
portion of the web page content based on data type tags, and selecting one of a plurality of compression algorithms based on the data 
type tag. 

Dye teaches selecting one of a plurality of compression algorithms based on the data type (The technology included in Dye's invention 
may selectively apply different compression/decompression algorithms depending on one or more types of data - see Dye, col. 4, lines 
59-66). 

Dye does not teach identifying a data type of a portion of the web page content based on data type tags. 

However, Hawkins teaches identifying a data type of a portion of the web page content based on data type tags. Hawkins presents an 
example of HTML showing <IMG SRC = "canyon. gif>. The element "IMG" indicates that an image - canyon.gif - will follow the element. 
In this example, IMG is the data type tag and the gif portion of canyon.gif represents the data type. (See Hawkins, page 29, second 
column, "IMG" subsection). HTML elements are formally referred to as "tags," indicated by Hawkins, page 22, second column, "Head" 
subsection, where the description of the <HEAD> element is as follows: "the head and start tags enclose the document head and are 
optional." This subsection further delineates the difference between the endTag character (data type tag) and the title string (data type). 

It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was made to combine the teachings of Dye in view 
of Hawkins in order to enable selecting one of a plurality of compression algorithms based on the data type tag. One would have been 
motivated to do so in order to facilitate selecting a compression algorithm based on the data type by using the tag that indicates the type 
of data, which would be quicker than examining the data itself to determine the type of data.
